Subject:— -Import of Machinery, Components thereof, equipments, other commo¬ 
dities and raw materials from U.S.A. under Aid Loans No. 217 & 08Z 

No. 141-ITC(PN)/63.—Attention is invited to Ministry of Commerce and 
Industry Public Notices No. 74-ITC(PN)/62, dated 26th June 1902 and No. 62- 
ITC(PN)/63, dated 21st June 1963 on the above subject. 

2. According to clause (xiv’l of Appendix to the Public Notice No. 74-ITC 
(PN)/62, dated 26th June 1962 and clause (xviii) of Appendix to the Public 
Notice No. 62-ITC (PN) /63 dated 21st June 1963, the importers are required to 
submit in the prescribed forms to the Ministry of Commerce &. Industry (now 
Ministry of Industry) (Aid Section), New Delhi, with copy endorsed to the 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs Economic Aid Accounts 
Section, New Delhi) quarterly reports for each calendar year giving details of 
(i) procurement and utilisation, (ii) Ocean shipping and (lii) Orders or con¬ 
tracts for $ 50,000 or more, within ten days after the expiry of the quarter under 
report. 

3. It has now been decided that with immediate effect the above mentioned 
quarterly reports need no longer be sent to the Ministry of Industry but should 
be submitted direct to the Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic Affairs, 
Economic Aid—Accounts Section, New Delhi), Copies of the reports are also 
not required to be endorsed to the Ministry of Industry. 

4. The importers shall, however, continue to comply with the requirements 
of clause (xii) of Appendix to Public Notice No. 74-ITC (PN)/02, dated 26th 
June 1962 and clause (xvi) of Appendix to Public Notice No. 62-ITC (PN)/63, 
dated 21st June 1963 regarding the submission of quarterly reports on claims 
for deficiency in quality and specifications, for defective goods, short landings, 
damages etc. with the suppliers/steamer companies. If no claim was filed or 
settled, during the quarter under report, a nil statement to that effect should be 
submitted. 

5 Not withstanding the foregoing, the importers shall also submit to the 
Ministrv of Industry such reports or such information as may be specifically 
called for bv the said Ministry from time to time.
